or om pol OPE, Hoope, ſtop him, if you mect one that was lately evacuated out of the

the reformed faſhion cut into Kzipperdolings mode, by the dirc&ions of Joby of 
Leydon one of the Sons of Sioz, you may know him by his head compoſed of 
the ſhreads of faftions, a gate wholly Phanatique, he hath Naylor on his tongue, a 
ProteSor in his head ; in ſhort he is a Monſter begot by the Phanatique Lechery on 
the Lacivious KUMP: his Doublet is of Lindſey-woolſey, intimating the wariety 
of his Fortunes, he weares Yellow Ribbons of OLIVERS dyc, and Red 

: Breaches, wherein he danced lately upon the Rope through the window at the Tow- 
er, a black cloake beſtowed on him at the RUMPS Funerall, he is ſhod with ambition, and hopes to get 
on OLIVERS Boots, his Spurres gingle to the tune of any Pſalm ; he weares a long Sword of deſtruGion, 
which he threatens to draw upon us.
